After a week-end of atudy of

The most bullish sews of the 
season was contained in the Crop 
Reporting Board’s estimate of two 
per sent fewer cattie on farms In 
the United States as of January I.

Probably one of the best lessons 
cotton farmers of the Hamlin area 
have learned during the drouth 
that has persisted for the past few 
ear* is the value of land level­ 


ing. 
Dry land cotton lint yield* have 
been stepped up 59 per cent by 
land leveling clay loam soil* on 
terraced land having lets than one 
per cent slopes and receiving sup­ 
plemental run-off water, says C. E 
Fisher, Spur sub-station superin­ 
tendent. 
It is an economical investment, 
too, according to Fisher, who says 
land at Spur was leveled for $17.88 
an acre and will be effective for 
several more year*. 
He say* an­ 
nual gross return per acre w'as in­ 
creased $23.76 on leveled land with 
supplemental run-off water and 
$8.10 on leveled land without sup­ 
plemental run-off- 
Fisher believe* a more uniform 
distribution of moisture increases 
uniformity of yields 
no leveled 
land*. 
He says land leveling in­ 
creased the average yield of cotton 
30 pounds per acre in Spur tests 
without supplemental run-off. The 
greatest benefits, however, occur 
from leveling the land between 
terrace* on relatively flat areas of 
fine textured soils receiving sup­ 
plemental run-off, he says. 
Work for the Spur tests was 
done with a four-plow tractor and 
combination 
hydraulic scraper 
and land leveler. 
Fisher urges farmers to use spe­ 
cial precaution in land leveling 
since it has a tendency to pulver­ 
ize topsoil and can result in a 
serious wind erosion hazard if done 
incorrectly. 
Technical assistance 
from Texas Agricultural Extension 
service and Soil Conservation Ser­ 
vice personnel is available, and 
should be sought, says Fisher, es­ 
pecially if water spreading is to 
be undertaken.

Before Figuring Tax, Be Sure to List 
Job-Connected Expenses and Sick Pa;

Editor’* N ote—This Is the fifth 
in a series of articles on your 
income tax. The articles deal with 
the various tax forms, exemptions 
how to compute your deductions 
how to exclude sick pay from tax­ 
able income, and how to avoid 
errors in filing your tax return 
One article 
is 
appearing each 
week. 
Clip and save them fot 
ready reference when you fill out 
you tax return. 


The fifth big step in preparing 
your federal income tax return 
concerns m any items you may pos­ 
sibly deduct that can bring big 
savings in dollars and cents. 
Next to your exemptions of $600 
far oach 
dependent, 
deductions 
offer the biggest opportunity to 
cut down your gross income to the 
net amount on which you will com- 
putey our taxes This is true espe­ 
cially if you have considerable 
personal expenses deductible under 
the law. 
On page one of Form 1040 (the 
pamphlet size form) you will find 
a place on line five to enter the 
income you received as an em ­ 
ployee in 1956. 
This will be the 
gross am ount you earned, not the 
net 
amount you received after 
your employer withheld Income 
tax, social security, union dues and 
the like. 
But before you enter the gross 
amount on line five, you will w ant 
to consider w hether you have any 
of the four types of expenses con­ 
nected w ith your job th a t may be 
deductible. 
Page six of the in­ 
structions 
booklet 
you received 
with Form 1040 lists these under 
the title "Trade and Business De­ 
ductions of Employees.” 
You are 
concerned w ith expenses of em ­ 
ployees. 
The main point is how these 
business connected exjiense deduc­ 
tions for employees are handled. 
The first type of deduction deals 
with 
reim bursed expenses other 
than travel and transportation. If 
; cur employer pays you an “ex­ 


pense account” or otherwise reim ­ 
burses you for money you spent 
for him In connection with yoni 
job, you should add these paym ents 
to your wages or salary total. 
You should have records show­ 
ing how much you actually spent 
on Items which are deductible un­ 
der the law. 
You add up the 
amount you actually spent and 
subtract this total from your gross 
income. Including the amount of 
expense money you received. This 
wil lgive you your net income, 
which you enter on line five. 
If the amount you silent kl larg­ 
er than the total of expense money 
you received, you can 
subtract 
only an amount equal to your re­ 
imbursements. 
Any allowable ex­ 
pense in excess of the amount you 
were paid or reim bursed may be 
deducted 
as 
miscellaneous 
ex­ 
penses on page two of Form 1040 
if you Itemize your deductions for 
personal expenses- 


In either case, you should attach 
a worksheet to your return, show­ 
ing how you calculated your allow­ 
able business connected deductions. 
The other three types of busi­ 
ness connected expenses deal with 
out-of-town 
travel 
costs, 
other 
transportation necessary to your 
Job. and expenses of outside sales­ 
men. Here you add to your wages 
the amount of expense money you 
received. 
Then you subtract the 
total of your allowable expenses 
w hether they are less or m ore than 
the expense money you got. 
En­ 
ter the result as your total wages 
for the year. 


Exclusion of Sick Pay from In­ 
come.—Line six on page one of 
Form 1040 provides space where 
you can make this deduction from 
income if you were ill or injured 
last year and continued to receive 
pay from your employer.

you may exclude is limited to a 
weekly rate of $100. 
H ere are the sick pay rules that 
can save you money on taxes: 
If your absence from work Is 
due to an injury, your sick pay 
exclusion from income begins with 
the first day you miss. 
In the case of sickness. It begins 
only with your second week s sick 
pay. However, if you are hospital­ 
ized at least one day during the 
period of illness, the exclusion be­ 
gins with your first day of ab­ 
sence, the sam e as for an injury. 
It is easy to figure out 
the 
amount of your income you can 
set aside or exclude, tax free, as 
sick pay. 
The top am ount you can claim 
is $100 a week no m atter what 
your salary may be. Therefore, if 
you make anything up to and in­ 
cluding $100 a week, you can ex­ 
clude all the sick pay you receive. 
Th* exception Is th a t the first 
week of illness—not Injury 
does 
not count unless you were hospi­ 
talized as explained above. 
You determ ine your daily rate 
of pay by dividing your weekly 
rate of pay by the number of days 
you normally work in a week. You 
mulitply this daily rate of pay by 
the number of days you were ab­ 
sent and paid- 
T hat is the total 
amount you can exclude. 
If you earn more than $100 a 
week, you m ust remember that the 
top rate is $100. 
Therefore, you 
get your exclusion like this! 
Divide flOO (th* ftrhit) by the 
num ber of days In your normal 
work week. 
That gives you your 
total exclusion. 
Again, keep in 
mind th at the first week of ill­ 
ness does not count unless you 
w ere hospitalized some time din 
ing that first week.

best bet, declares Roger W. Bob- 
son, Internationally known econo­ 
mist and analyat, and a regular 
writer In columna

His 
weekly 
re­ 
lease continues: 
Although most 
American farm­ 
ers appear to be 
doing fairly well. 
I am now keenly 
•ware of drops 
Babson 
in farm income 
which has occurred during the pest 
two years. 
Despite the best in­ 
tentioned government price sup­ 
port program—or perhaps because 
of it—we still have a farm prob­ 
lem In this country which could 
easily erupt Into a serious social 
cancer. 
I remember well what happened 
to the farmer In the thirties and 
what happened to the rest of the 
economy as a result of the decline 
In the farmer’s economic position. 
In those days, the farm problem 
was seemingly a more arresting 
public issue than it Is today. 
At 
least, it evoked more discussion 
in business and political circles. 
In an effort to Improve the de 
mend of that era, the National 
Farm Chemurgic Council was or­ 
ganized at an historic conference 
held in 1935 at Dearborn, Mi chi 
gan. under the a us picas of Henry 
Ford and Francis P. Carven, pres­ 
ident of the Chemical Foundation 
Another leader In the movement 
was Wheeler McMillen of The 
Farm Journal. 
The idea was to 
encourage research which would 
lead to an expansion of markets 
for American faun products to be 
used as industrial raw materials 
From the beginning, I supported 
the aims of this council. 
Since then, the whole movement 
of allying chemistry with agricul 
ture has grown tremendously. 
In 
March of last year, the old Na 
tional Farm Chemurgic Gouncil 
was superseded by a new and larg 
er organization called the Council 
for Agricultural and Chemurgic 
Research. 
The new organization 
will continue to encourage I mb 
vidual research projects looking 
toward the discovery of new crops 


and 
new 
characteristics of old 
crop* 
In addition, it will set up 
th* m achinery to coordinate the 
various agricultural and chemical 
research projects which ere being 
m dertaken 
Farm ers’ sons should 
learn of this work before leaving 
the farm for city employment. 
I hope that the activities of this 
scientific farm research will have 
the whole-hearted support of sci­ 
ence. industry and government. Tt 
takes time to expand any research 
facilities; It especially takes time 


to coordinate research activity In 
so large a field as agriculture. 
Thla wider approach to the prob­ 
lem is not being undertaken any 
too soon, for there It now a great 
need for American farmers to di­ 
versify their production and look 
more to Industrial, rather than 
food, consumption 
Such diversi­ 
fication should lead to more stable 
economic conditions. 
This need for diversification of 
farm producat ie so apparent, that 
the council oboes “New Crops’’ as 
the theme of its March meeting in 
Columbus, Ohio. It may seem odd 
to be concentrating on new crops 
when we have such heavy sur­ 
pluses of old crops, hut such re 
search has paid off handsomely 
before, as in the case of eoybeans. 
There is every reason to believe it 
will again pay off. New crop* now 
being studied include timber bam­ 
boo, a good source of paper pulp 
which has been grown successful­ 
ly in the Southeast; dioecorea, 
plont source of cortisone-like drug 
products: new varieties of castor 
beam; can aigre, a wild root plant 
of high vegetable tannin; and ace­ 
rola from Porto Rico or phylanthus 
enblica from the Hawaiian Islands 
both of which have miraculous 
vitamin contents. 
In addition to their work In the 
agricultural 
field, 
the 
council 
oould encourage further studies of 
the mineral ami other wealth cra­ 
dled in the two great oceans. These 
flow up to the very doorstep of 
our land along more than 4,890 
mile* of coastline. 
These oceans 
ar- a storehouse of organic and

ic matter of great actual 
itential importance to in- 
t 
As our toil Is getting

i with every hard rain, our

drafted, at the request of the Leg­ 
islature, to make a large pert of 
the livestock Sanitary Commis­ 
sion’s operational expense self li­ 
quidating. 
This end would be gained by 
putting a livestock sales tax, or 
transactions tax, on all livestock 
sold 
through 
auction 
rings or 
through terminal markets in Tex­ 
as. 
The projected rate would be 
five cents per head on cattle, three 
cents pc head on swine and one 
cent on sheep and goats. The pro­ 
posal also include* licensing and 
service charges, but the big reve­ 
nue producer would be the tax on 
livestock sale*. 
Opponent* of the tax say th* tax 
would hit that segment of th* citi­ 
zenry least able to pay, because 
of seven years* drouth. They point 
out, too, that th* livestock and 
poultry health program fails m ort 
properly in the public intereet and 
that taxing farmers and ranchers 
alone would be discrimination. 


Cleaning up animal and poultry’ 
diseases, they say, is a major step 
in providing Texas homes with 
wholesome milk, healthful meat 
and clean poultry. 
As such, It 
comes equally into the area of pub­ 
lic health and welfare, as well as 
being a step to Increase and im­ 
prove m arket* and production of 
livestock and poultry. 
The idea of a check-off of live­ 
stock proceed* to help finance op­ 
erations of the animal health pro­ 
gram stems from demands of the 
last legislatu re that some form of 
self-help with the financing to be 
worked out by farmers and ranch­ 
er*. 
This view grew from two major 
misunderstandings: First, for sev­ 
eral year* the commission had been 
at odds with many members of 
the 
legislatu re and had gotten 
small appropriations and had been 
threatened with complete cut-off. 
The list of cont reveries that creat­ 
ed this situation would fill a book. 
Second, and probably mar* import­ 
ant, is the fact that the commis­ 
sion nutil now has never broug.V. 
to the rank and file legislators 
the fart that anyone except the 
farmers and ranchers would bene­ 
fit from an animal and poultry 
health program. 


The public health angle ha* ap­ 
parently never been called to the 
attention of the law makers. How­ 
ever, in the view of medical men 
and public health officials th* dan­

Probably one of the hest lessons 
cotton farmers of the Hamlin area 
have learned during the drouth 
that has persisted for the past few 
years is the value of land level­ 


ing. 
Dry land cotton lint yields have 
been stepped up 59 per cent by 
land leveling clay loam soils on 
terraced land having less than one 
per cent slopes and receiving sup­ 
plemental run-off w ater, savs C E. 
Fisher, Spur sub-station superin- j 
tendent. 
It is an economical investment J 
too, according to Fisher, who says j 
land at Spur was leveled for $17.88 j 
an acre and will be effective for J 
several more years. 
He says an­ 
nual gross return per acre was In­ 
creased $23.76 on leveled land with 
upplemental run-off water and 
$8.10 on leveled land without sup­ 
plemental run-off 
Fisher believes a more uniform 
distribution of m oisture increases 
uniformity of yields 
no leveled 
lands. 
He says land leveling in­ 
creased the average yield of cotton 
30 pounds per acre in Spur tests 
without supplem ental run-off. The 
greatest benefits, however, occur 
from leveling the land 
between 
terraces on relatively flat areas of 
fine textured soils receiving sup­ 
plemental run-off, he says. 
Work for the Spur tests was 
done with a four-plow tractor and 
combination 
hydraulic scraper 
and land leveler. 
Fisher urges farm ers to use spe­ 
cial precaution in 
land leveling 
since it has a tendency to pulver­ 
ize topsoil and can result in a 
serious wind erosion hazard if done 
incorrectly. 
Technical assistance 
from Texas A gricultural Extension 
service and Soil Conservation Ser­ 
vice personnel 
is available, and 
should be sought, says Fisher, es­ 
pecially if w ater spreading ii to 
be undertaken.

Job-Connected Expenses and Sick Pa’ 


Editor*! Note.—This Is the fifth 
in a 
series of articles on your 
income tax. The articles deal with 
the various tax forms, exemptions 
how to compute your deductions 
how to exclude sick pay from tax­ 
able 
income, and how to 
avoid 
errors in filing your tax return 
One 
article is 
appearing each 
week. 
Clip and save them for 
ready reference when you fill out 
you tax return. 


The fifth big step in preparing 
your federal income tax return 
concerns many items you may pos­ 
sibly deduct that can bring big 
savings in dollars and cents. 
Next to your exemptions of $600 
for 
oach 
dependent, 
deductions 
offer the biggest opportunity to 
cut do WTI your gross income to the 
net amount on which you will cam- 
putev our taxes This is true espe­ 
cially if you have considerable 
persona) expenses deductible under 
the law. 
On page one of Form 1040 (the 
pamphlet size form! you will find 
a plant on linp five to enter the 
income you received as an em ­ 
ploye? in 195R. 
This will be the 
cross amount you earned, not the 
net 
amount you received after 
your employer withheld income 
;ax, social security, union dues and 
the like. 
But before you enter the gross 
am ount on line five, you will w ant 
;n consider whether you have any 
of the four tvpes of expenses con­ 
nected with your job th a t may be 
deductible. 
Page six of the in­ 
structions 
booklet 
you received 
with Form 1040 lists these under 
the title “Trade and Business De­ 
ductions of Employees.” 
You are 
concerned with expenses of em­ 
ployees. 
The main point is how these 
business connected expense deduc­ 
tions for employees are handled. 
The first type of deduction deals 
w ith reimbursed expenses other 
than travel and transportation. If 
; cyr employer pays you an "ex­ 


pense account” or otherwise reim­ 
burses you for money you speni 
for him In connection with your 
job, you should add these p a y m e n ts 
to your wages or salary total. 
You should have records show­ 
ing how much you actually spent 
on items which are deductible un­ 
der the law’. 
You add up the 
amount you actually spent and 
subtract this total from your gross 
income, including the amount of 
expense money you received. This 
wil lgive you your net income, 
which you enter on line five. 


If the amount you spent is larg­ 
er than the total of expense money 
you received, you can 
subtract 
only an amount equal to your re­ 
imbursements. 
Any allowable ex­ 
pense in excess of the amount you 
were paid or reim bursed may be 
deducted 
as 
miscellaneous 
ex­ 
penses on page tw’o of Form 1040 
if you itemize your deductions for 
personal expenses- 


In either case, you should attach 
a worksheet to your return, show­ 
ing how you calculated your allow- 
able business connected deductions. 
The other three types of busi­ 
ness connected expenses deal with 
out-of-town 
travel 
costs, 
other 
transportation necessary to your 
Job. and expenses of outside sales­ 
men. Here you add to your wages 
the amount of expense money you 
received. 
Then you subtract the 
total of your a1 loveable expenses 
whether they are less or more than 
the expense money you got. 
En­ 
ter the result as your total wages 
for the year. 


Exclusion of Sick Pay from In­ 
come.—Line six on page one of 
Form 1040 provides space where 
you can make this deduction from 
income if you w ere ill or injured 
last year and continued to receive 
pay from your employer. 
A pro­ 
vision in the tax code permits you 
to do this, w ithn certain limits 
and under certain conditions.

pay 
continuation 
plan 
financed 
by your employer. 
The amount 
you may exclude* is lim ited to a 
weekly rate of $100. 
H ere are the sick pay rules that 
can save you money on taxes: 
If your absence from work Is 
due to an injury, your sick pay 
exclusion from income begins with 
the first day you miss. 


In the case of sickness. It begins 
only w ith your second w eek s sick 
pay. However, if you are hospital­ 
ized at least one day’ during the 
period of illness, the exclusion be­ 
gins w ith your first day of ab­ 
sence, the same as for an injury. 
It is easy to figure out 
the 
am ount of your income you can 
set aside or exclude, tax free, as 
rick pay. 
The top amount you can claim 
It $100 a w’eek no m atter what 
your salary may be. Therefore, if 
you m ake anything up to and in­ 
cluding $100 a week, you can ex­ 
clude all the sick pay you receive. 
The exception is th a t the first 
w’eek of illness—not injure 
does 
not count unless you w ere hospi­ 
talized at explained above. 
You determine your daily rate 
of pay by dividing your weekly 
rate of pay by the num ber of days 
you norm ally work in a week. You 
m ulitply this daily rate of pay by 
the number of days you w ere ab­ 
sent and paid- 
That is the total 
am ount you can exclude.

Federal Aid, Best for U. S.. Says Babson 


Industrial and chemical research 
not federal aid 
is the farm er’s 
hest bet, declares Roger W. Bob- 
son, internationally known econo­ 
m ist and analyst, and a regular 
writer in columns 
of 
The 
Herald. 
His weekly 
re­ 
lease continues 
Although most, 
American form­ 
ers appear to be 
doing fairly well, 
I am now keenly 
aware of drops 
Babson 
in farm income 
which has occurred during the past 
two years. 
Despite the hest In­ 
tentioned government price sup­ 
port program—or perhaps because 
of it—we still have a farm prob­ 
lem in this country* which could 
easily erupt into e serious social 
ca ncer. 
I remember well what happened 
to the farmer in the th I rf I en and 
what happened to the rest of the 
economy as a result of the decline 
in the farmer’s economic position. 
In those day*, the farm problem 
w’aa seemingly a more arresting 
public issue than it is today. 
At 
least, it evoked more discussion 
in business and political circles 
In an effort to improve the de­ 
mand of that era, the National 
Farm Chemurgic Council was or 
ganized at an historic conference 
held in 1935 at Dearborn, Michi­ 
gan, under the auspices of Henry 
Ford and Francis P. Garvan, pres­ 
ident of the Chemical Foundation 
Another leader In the movement 
was Wheeler McMillen 
of The 
Farm Journal. 
The idea was to 
encourage research which would 
lead to an expansion of markets 
for American farm product* to he 
used as industrial raw materials 
From the beginning, I supported 
the aims of this council. 
Since then, the whole movement 
of allying chemistry with agricul 
ture has grown tremendously. 
In 
March of last year, the old Na 
tional Farm Chemurgic Council 
was superseded by a new and larg 
cr organization called the Council 
for Agricultural and Chemurgic 
Research. 
The new organization 
will continue to encourage lndi 
vidual research projects looking 
toward the discovery of new crops 


and 
new 
characteristics of old 
crop's 
In addition, it will set up 
th? machinery to coordinate the 
arious agricultural and chemical 
research projects which are being 
mdertaken 
Farm ers’ sons should 
learn of this work before leaving 
the farm for city employment. 
I hop** that th? activities of this 
scientific farm r?s?arch will have 
the w’hole-hearted supp>ort of sci­ 
ence, industry’ and government. It 
takes time to expand any research 
facilities; It especially takes time 


to coordinate research activity in 
so large a field as agriculture 
This wider approach to th? prob­ 
lem is not being undertaken any 
too soon, for there 4s now’ a great 
need for American farm ers to di­ 
versify their production and look 
more to industrial, rather than 
food, consumption 
Such diversi­ 
fication should lead to more stable 
economic conditions. 
TMa need for diversification of 
farm producst is so apparent that 
the council chose "New Crops’* as 
the theme of its March meeting in 
Columbus, Ohio. It may seem odd 
to ha concentrating on new’ crops 
when wa have such heavy sur 
pluses of old crop's, hut such re 
search has paid off handsomely 
before, as in the case of eoybeans. 
There is every reason to believe it 
will again pay off. New crop* now 
being studied include timber bam 
boo, a good source of papier pulp 
which ha* been grown successful­ 
ly in th# Southeast; dloscorea, 
plont source of eortisone-like drug 
p>mducts; new varieties of castor 
beam; canaigre a wild root plant 
of high vegetable tannin; and ace­ 
rola from Porto Rico or phylanthus 
enblica from the Hawaiian Islands 
both of which have miraculous 
vitamin contents.

field, 
the 
council 
could encourage further studies of 
the mineral and other wealth era 
died in the two great oceans.

ers. 
This view grew from two major 
misunderstandings; F irst, for sev­ 
eral years the commission hod been 
at odds with m any members of 
the legislature and had gotten 
small appropriations and had been 
threatened with com plete cut-off 
The list of controveries that crest 
ed this situation would ftll a book 
Second, and probably m ore import­ 
ant, is the fact th a t the commis­ 
sion nutil now has never brough’. 
to the rank and file legislators 
the fact that anyone except the 
farmers and ranchers would bene­ 
fit from an anim al and poultry 
health program. 
The public health angle has ap­ 
parently never been called to the 
attention of the law m akers. How­ 
ever, in the view of medical men 
and public health officials the dan­ 
gers inherent In allowing present 
conditions to rem ain unchecked 
far outrank* th e possible loss of 
out-of-date 
m ark ets 
for 
Texas 
livestock or poultry. 
Scofield ha* outlined what is 
considered a m eager budget of 
31,178,000 
for 
th# commission’s 
program 
Opponents of the livestock sales 
tax point out th a t since there has 
been reported an unspent surplus 
of $40,OOO,WX) to $50,000,000 in the 
state treasury now, and the pros­ 
pect of additional sta te revenue of 
$40,000,000 or m ore becuas# of the 
rise in oil prices, such a small 
budget could come from the gen­ 
eral fund w ith ease. 
These opponents stress the fact 
that, even though th# condition of 
the general fund w ere not so ro­ 
bust, the money still should come 
from a source which would levy 
the cost of anim al and poultry 
health on all of the people because 
of the public aspects of the disease 
clean-up.
